All 
accessories are colored ina 
tasteful, feminine pink, reflecting 
the doll’s "ultra-feminine, yet suc- 
cessful" personality, said 
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Purfect. In keeping with the colle- 
giate-themed dolls, the Gallaudet 
Barbie comes with a tiny, four- 
year bachelor’s degree framed in 
colorful pink daisies, while the 
NDIT doll is sold with only a two- 
year degree. Both dolls are only 
available as part of No-tell’s limit- 
ed "special edition" dolls, which 
also include the popular Harley 
Davidson Barbie and 
Neurosurgeon Barbie.

n order to process the mounds 

and mounds of paper and pro- 
posals from department heads, 
deans, and vice presidents 
regarding the FY2001 budget, the 
University Budget Committee 
recently decided to purchase a 
new computer server. 

"The HAL-9000 server is so 
intelligent that it is able to evalu- 
ate and discard budget requests 
for us," said UBC leader Dave 
Armstrong. "The server is running 
SO efficiently on its own that to 


continue with the UBC committee 
is redundant and therefore unnec- 
essary." 

Other UBC members agree 
that the server is working almost 
perfectly, with just a few minor 
malfunctions. 

They also report that the bud- 
get process is working so quickly 
now that plans are already under- 
way for a townhall meeting April 
31 to discuss the budget for 
FY2010.

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Gallaudet Casino to 
open this summer 


° a brilliant move aimed at 
enlarging the University’s 
endowment, the Board of 
Trustees has announced that 
Chapel Hall will become a full-ser- 
vice gambling casino when reno- 
vations to the historic structure 
are completed in early summer. 

Originally slated to house sev- 
eral units of the Office of 
Enrollment Services, including 
Admissions, the plan changed 
abruptly last January following a 
very successful (i.e., lucrative) trip 
to a casino operated by the 
Mohawk Nation in upstate New 
York that was made by several 
trustees and members of the 
President’s Council. 

However, not everyone on 
campus is thrilled with the notion 
of turning Chapel Hall into a glitzy 
casino. Historic preservationists 
and Mothers Against Gambling 
have been especially outspoken 
in their condemnation of the plan. 
Washington Mayor Anthony 
Williams, Vice President Al Gore, 
Nancy Bloch of NAD, the entire 
Faculty Senate, and the pastors 
of every church within 10 miles of 
the University also oppose tt.
